second crack at the championship 
of the Main Line. j 

The first inning proved disas- ! 
trous to the westerners when the j 
locals scored six runs out of seven ! 
hefty nicks. Gilfillan's round- i 
tripper in this session added to 
the rat-tat-too sound of the Walz- 
ermen's sticks, at which time he 
scored two of the local marks 
when he forced in Babb, who was 
stationed on first. A newcomer 
on the keystone cushion, by the 
name of Sullivan, though subject 
to errors in the first part of the 
game, came out of the trance and 
played brilliantly in executing 
double killings. Three such plays 
retired the visitors in quick order,- 
upsetting all hopes after they had 
found themselves fortunate 
enough to get by on a ticket, for 
their hits were very scarce. Nar- 
berth pounded Noblitt, the great- 
est amateur hurler of the Main 
Line League, for thirteen valuable 
bingles, while the invaders got

A dose of southpaw pitching 
strangled the Berwyn nine from 
the very start.

The secret of 
McKenty's success he attributes 
to that one thing which never left 
him during the whole game: the 
smile that he wore throughout the 
whole fracas. Even when Berwyn 
came through with their two 
counters, he smiled it off. "Rube," 
who has hurled Harrowgate to a 
sensational victory over Hilldale, 
twice conquerors of the local club, 
was more than a match for the 
game and plucky Noblitt.

Enrollment at the fall opening of 
term Monday was the highest in the 
history of Lower Merion public 
schools, declared Superintendent S. 
Edgar Downs at the September 
meeting of the school board held 
Wednesday night in his office at the 
Senior High School. Ardmore. 

In the Senior High School 713 
pupils reported the first day, and of 
these over 230 are Seniors, who will 
constitute next June the largest 
graduating class in Lower Merion 
history. On the same day 550 re- 
ported for study in the Eighth and 
Ninth grades at the Junior High 
School, and by the end of the week 
the total for that school had in- 
creased to over 600. 

The opening enrollment was 3943 
for all the schools in the district, 
or 204 more than the total of 3739 
reported .at the beginning of classes 
last year. In all schools there will 
be additional enrollments as the 
term advances. 

First-day totals for the grade 
schools in the township were re- 
ported as follows: Ashland, 439; 
Bala. 195; Bryn Mawr, 417; Cyn- 
wyd. 358 ; Merion, 264 ; Merion 
Square. 142 ; Ardmore, 525, and 
YVynnewood road, 329. 

"For the first time during my 14 
; years in Lower Merion," Mr. 
Downs told the school directors, 
\ "no resignation of a teacher took 
■ place during the summer." He re- 
ported a faculty including 204 regu- 
lar full-time teachers for this year.

The following communication to 
the Editor from the chairman of the 
Higlnvay and Sewer Committee of 
Council is an answer to questions 
which have arisen in the mind of one 
borough citizen as a result of the 
new collection rules recently pro- 
mulgated. It is felt that this matter 
is one of general interest and that 
the misunderstanding is not confin- 
ed to this citizen alone who request- 
ed that Our Town investigate the 
matter and make a report thereupon. 
To the Editor of Our Town: 

Thank you for referring to me 
the communication which you re- 
ceived from a citizen who desired 
more information regarding the new 
rules governing the collection of 
ashes and rubbish. In the first place, 
it should be pointed out that the only 
dump which is available for us in 
that which is owned by Lower Mer- 
ion Township. The township author- 
ities have courteously permitted us 
to use that dump free of charge for 
several years. It has now become 
necessary for the township to spend 
several thousand dollars in connec- 
tion with the maintenance of the 
dump and to hire a man to be per- 
manently in charge of it. In order 
to meet these expenses, the township 
authorities have established a set of 
fees which will be charged everyone, 
including all residents of the town- 
ship, who makes use of the dump. 

The man who is to be placed in 
charge of the dump is to be paid a 
small salary and, in addition, he will 
have the privilege of disposing of all 
salvagable material which is dumped 
there. He is installing a paper-baler 
for that purpose and, therefore, the 
township authorities are requiring 
everyone to bring paper rubbish to 
the dump entirely separate from all 
ashes or other rubbish. 

The new rules governing the 
dump, which we have recently com- 
municated to the people of Narberth, 
are a necessary reflection of the re- 
quirements which the township au- 
thorities have laid down. Those 
printed rules mean exactly what they 
say and should be interpreted liter- 
ally by all citizens of the borough. 
All rubbish and ashes, except paper 
rubbish and garbage, may be put in 
the same container which must be of 
metal if it contains ashes. It is not 
necessary to separate ashes from 
other rubbish, except paper and 
garbage. 

It is true that if we were able to 
collect entirely clean ashes they 
could be used for filling and grading 
and might occasionally be salable 
for that purpose. But in order to 
accomplish that we would have to 
impose additional restrictions upon 
the people of the borough and, as it 
is the conception of the Highway 
Committee that it is our duty to give 
the citizens continually the greatest 
possible amount of service, rather 
than to sell clean ashes occasionally* 
we are not requiring that ashes 
should be kept entirely separate. 

No reasonable interpretation o f 
the new requirements would make it 
necessary for any citizen to spend 
the time to pick small pieces of paper 
out of the ashes or milk bottle caps 
out of the paper rubbish. However, 
in the case of any citizen who does 
not follow the new requirements 
with reasonable care, the containers 
will not be removed from his prop- 
erty by the borough collectors. 

The regulation with reference to 
garbage is not a new one, but was 
included in the printed regulations 
which were recently sent out so that 
they should be complete. There has 
been no change in the garbage col- 
lection service which continues to 
operate on an entirely separate and 
independent basis from the collection 
of ashes and rubbish.

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New Savings Plan 

A new idea in banking, the As- 
sured Savings Plan has been in- 
naugerated here by the Merion Title 
& Trust Company, whose main of- 
fice is in Ardmore. • The plan pro- 
vides for regular and continued de- 
posits of savings by patrons when 
physical disability might tend to 
prevent these. 

It is based upon the results of 
several surveys and analyses of the 
savings account business in general 
all over the country.

French Dictionaries Are in Demand 

at Library of Late. 
It is not just because returning va- 
cationists have talked so enthusiastic- 
ally of bilingual Quebec that there has 
been shown at the library an increased 
interest in the French language, 
though that may have had its influence. 
It is rather because the Literary Guild 
has chosen for its September selection 
"Francois Villon, a Documented Sur- 
vey," by D. B. YVyndham Lewis. 
Hilare Belloc, who has written the 
introduction, calls it a work of great 
scholarship and research, wherein the 
author has discovered all that Villon 
was, within and without. 

In perpetuating his discoveries, the 
author has quoted liberally from the 
native language ol the subject of his 
biography, hence the demand for 
French Dictionaries at the library, 
Wyndham, himself, was born in Maine 
of English parents, and was brought 
up in England. At the age of 15 he 
began the study of art, winning 
promptly a prize usually won only by 
much older students. He is a stan- 
lingly interesting man, and is recog- 
nized in England as one of the most 
talented and versatile personalities of 
the present time. His entrance into 
fame was through his leadership of the 
advanced English painters in the style 
called Vorticism. He became a col- 
league of Roger Fry in the organiza- 
tion of the Omega Workshops in 
Bloomsbury, where workers made fur- 
niture and did interior decorating, not 
as decorators, but as "artists;" thus 
being forerunners of the modernist 
furniture in America.
